On the 
contrary, those yentlmncn unilorstaiul 
Sir Hugh to have sLnicocileJ in obtain- 
. ing satisfactory guarantees for the re- 
quisite capital beiu<^- forthcoming as 
'required to carry on the work in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the ])r()H- 
pectus issued in Limdon, an abstract 
of which appeared iu this journal, a 
fortnight ago. There seems to be no 
reisonablo pronnd for doiibtin;;; thai 
such is the case; for obsei i thai all 
well informed autboj-itii^s cnnciu' in 
this view. This will no doubt bo very 
I dishearteuiug to the Grits. It will bo 
especially provokiufl; to a . local- print 
■which has invested so lar gely in' Grit 
electricity and.'ounded leadinf^- articles 
of Grit conclusions. ]jut, then, tliat 
can't be helped; and '"what cannot lie 
cured m\ist bo ondiu'od." Ifc wouldn't 
do for the course of empire to bo stayed 
in order that the Grits may^ g[e|i, .t lieu- 
hungry imavrs filled wth the '^'loaves 
and fishes" of public oilico, for,we talco 
it, that is really what they are after. 
Of course no more than a morely for- 
mal commencement of the work of ai:- 
tu'al construction can now bo expected 
frithin the treat^.penoiiil; but the ex- 
ploratory Burvlys^ mII" be concluded 
and the location surveys ■v\-ill bo push- 
ed forward with a vigor calculated in 
some measure to con psnsato for the 
inevitable and unavoidable delay in 
commencing the work of actual con- 
struction in accordance with the .spii'it 
of the Treaty of Union. If. would not 
be strictly correct to say tliat all this 
will be satisfactory to British (Columbia. 
The railway was tlie one fundamental 
condition of Union. It completely 
overshadowed all others. In truth, it 
■was less in the nature of/ a cp^dition 
than an essential, apre-reqiiisit&toany 
real, substantial union. British Colum- 
bia felt it to be such. The Dominion 
Government recognised and trealud it 
as such. No condition of things can, 
therefore, possibly be satisfactory to 
British Colambia especially, which 
involves delay in carrying out that car- 
dinal condition of union; and it is not 
at all surprising that the prospect of de- 
lay in bo,;^inning tho work cjf const rmt- 
tion has occasioned very <:;'onoral and 
deep disnpjiointmrntfhrougliuul llio i'ro- 
vinoe,— a feeling doiibtlos.s in souk; ilfgrci: 
attributable to purely locidconnidei-ati iis. 
The older and more populous rruvinces 
■will Boarcely understand-how much hangs 
upon that work in British Oolnmbia, or 
what stagnation its postponement occa- 
sions. Hut lit the same tini'.', whilu lirit- 
ish Columbia liiis uudoulilod c;ui-.o for 
dissatisfaction, lot us oniloavor to ap- 
proach the subject in a fair and r.ationai 
spirit, and ask ourselves whoroiu the Do- 
minion Q^viarnment can justly be hold re- 
sponsible 'for this greatly-to-bo-refrrotted 
delay. That the Opposition have left no 
stone unturr.od to olistriicl th«! pr..;rri-.w 
of this gigantic enterprise is uiul.'iii.^lilo. 
But that the Government havi: i-ti ainul 
every nerve in order to puisli it forw iird, 
■would appear to be equally beyond (piea- 
tion. The blamemust, therefore, bo put 
on the right shoulders, that is to say, on 
the shoulders of tlie C)piio.sitioii. not thi.' 
Government. British Colninluu may f.'i l 
dissatisfied on account of this tlelay; but 
■we axe quite sure she will also be rea- 
sonable and just.

tiim Indian and Sullivan were struggling 
to' get the box; whon Sullivan fired Wol- 
lapoo was standing np and had noting in 
Jiis hands. An okl blanket was over my 
husband's gun and the gun was under the 
seat with a bag of llour; the gun was not 
capped or loaded; it was uo use, tiio ham- 
mer was broken; an Indian broke the gun 
at Bawattee and my husband jiieked it np 
and brought it to Victoria; iny husband 
atld I stopped in Victoria all tho summer 
* with tlie gun; there was no other gun in 
tho boat; Sullivan was talking and ho di<l 
not speak loud; he spoke in (Jiiiuook and 
f I did not nuderstaud what ho said; I did 
I not say to my husband, "Drop the guu," 
I because ho didn't have it. 

By Mr. Johnsoa — Sullivan had a small 
rovolvor in his hand wlioii ho came up to 
our cauoe; he shot twico forward and 
tvviooaft; no (>ue tired before McGrath 
l:ud hold of the eanoe; I heard a shot 
tired from some of the Other canoes when 
Sullivan came along, 
jt ■■ By the BeiicU— There were two men 
and three women in our canoe; one of the 
women was my daughter; 1 did not see 
au}' one pusli Sullivan, 'rhc^sliot I lieard 
ahead was fired by Sullivan before he 
n came to our canoo. 

" Annie, a liloociimaii, was eKaniined---! 
was in tlio canoe^wheu W'alhvpooand Port- 
l.!t (my father) were.shot; knew Sullivan 
in town and know hira in tho canoe. (Wit- 
ness dodcrilied tlie striu;;;lo ln'tweMU Sul- 
livan ami I'lU-tli t for llir ii'o.x. wlvn Un' 
strings th.al hcld'llie rov. r bmk... and 
said that Sullivan shot Wallapi... in ' iv,;,,. 
tho strings brokiM ; SulliviUi sli..t \V;dlit- 
])oo twiei-;' did iiol see Sullivan'.s pi.stol, 
but did .s(>(: liiiiL .^ho!)t Wallapoo; I be- 
came vei'y I'riijhii.iicd when I saw tho 
blood runninjjout and cannot reniemhor 
niueli; tliiu-o w.ii idiv gun in the cauoe;

Tho Canadian Paeiflo, Itailroad Comjia- 
ny had becouni a "llxed fact" in public 
ojunioii ami in law, long before ]Mr. Laii- 
gevin illustrated the suljjoet hy his ex- 
peribnoeB,, but the tc^ra^iuus of the road, 
on the Pncifid const, seo'ond only to the 
constrnetioii of the road itself, had not 
yet been decided upon. It is impossililo 
to over estimate tlio importance of tlii.s 
decision, and it roeont event, tho awai'd q( 
I hol'jniperor of Gonaany on the San J uan 
arbitration, has addeil to its cogency. 
Upon .this. point -ihe dominating idea of 
tho whole report — Mr. Laugevin has eri- 
di.'ntly bestowed grave thought, and ox- 
pros.Hi's liiii.self with hi-<,'omiiig caution. 
Ho deals with the subject generally, both 
in a military ami (!i>iaiiier<ual asjx'ot. He 
discusses the passoH through the Jtocky 
Mountains; ho details, with groat fairnesa 
the dlainifai'o* tb§ • tSifferenb fharbours of 
our West to outvie tho olden glories of 
Alexandria and Voiiico in tiie East. But 
while he wroto time stalketl on, the inex- 
orable logic of events had seized the siili- 
ject with an iron grasp, and compressed it 
to a point. Tho Tote Jaune itam, tlio low- 
est in elevation, and the easiest of i)as.-- 
age in the IlocBy Mountains, admits of 
no rivalry ; oommitiidiiig the situation, it 
or iwned itself. <;ii the other hand tho 
San .Inaii award exclud.'S all alternatives. 
In the s(q,.(j(ii)U of a teriiiiiins it leaves no 
choice. It ovfi-ride.i tho merit.i of liur- 
rard's Inlet, and of Xmv Westminster, }io- 
tenl aM they are. Tlio decision of the Em- 
peror of Germany haa, in fact, forced up- 
on Canada a siiin-erao and costly olTort. 
Tho llciiiiinioii i|e(. lines to exi.'.l liv sufTer- 
anee, and all for the ;;loriou>. privilege of 
being independent —indejieudent, at least, 
of the LInited States — will carry its rail 
across the (.uilf of (lorgia, and roatdi its 
great Pacific terminus "dry shod"in Van- 
ooutof Inland. It will compel Canada to 
foroo an iron way acro8.s the rocky i.slot.i, 
which, at a in.ire iiordiorly point, form 
stepping .st(aies lietwciui tho continent 
and Vaiiconvor Tsliiiid. AtSeymour's Nar- 
rows, at the widest span, the distance ex- 
coetls, butby little, tlio width of tho 
Meuui straits at tho bite of the Britannia 
Bridge, and a snbmorged rock, very simi- 
larly situated, is al rcNuly jilaced by nutiiro 
to do the otliee of the liritannia rock. 
Oiicn on the isbiial, the railway route is 
easy, passing through the groat ooal held 
of Nanaiiuo by the way to Victoria and 
Esquiuialt, the capital and the Ports- 
mouth , eonibiiu'd, of Vancouver Island. 

But, al.iout halfway down tho coast, 
through a gap in the iimuntaiu rango 
which diviiles the island lengthwise, a 
branch line of foarteiiii utiles in length 
w»uld load to tho head of the Alborni ca- 
nal, a fissure in the rocky coast twenty- 
five milodin lengiii, averaging half a mile 
in width, with a depth of water of fifty fa- 
thoms. This canal disembogues into Bar- 
clay Sound, the nobleat estuary and saf- 
est roadsted on the Pacific Ocean. Here, 
at tiie head of the Alborni canal, is a ba- 
sin, the site of the future Liverpool of 
British North America. The distance 
from Japan, China, or tho Asiatic coast 
generally, to Livori)ool in England, liy 
the Caii;idiau Paeitie Uailway, /rum this 
jioint, would bo from 1,I)IJU to 1,100 miles 
less than by any otherexisting railway, or 
any railway tb.at can be madetoexiat. 

Piually, we thank Mr. Langevin yery 
lioartily for his excellent report, faulty 
alone in externals.
